REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of prior art teaches an electret microphone that comprises a housing having an 
acoustic port, a diaphragm assembly, an insulating spacer, a backplate assembly, a body 
assembly, a conductive mount and a printed circuit board, as specifically constructed in claim 1, 
wherein the backplate assembly includes a protrusion radially extending from an outer 
circumference, the first end of the conductive mount is disposed into the hollow portion of the 
body assembly for electrically coupling with the backplate assembly, whereby an acoustic 
passage is formed at the sides of the protrusion between an inner circumferential of the housing 
and the outer circumference of the backplate assembly, the acoustic passage allowing air flow 
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created by movement of the diaphragm responsive to acoustic energy coupled into the acoustic 
port. 



Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Murphy (U.S. patent 7,136,500) teaches a backplate assembly for an electret transducer. 
Collins (U.S. patent 7,184,563) teaches an apparatus of an electret condenser 
microphone.
